PEEFACE. 


The  author  of  the  following  Tables  originally  compiled  those 
for  the  District  of  Montreal  for  his  own  use,  and  having  ex- 
perienced great  advantage  therefrom,  in  taxing  Bills  of  Costs, 
submitted  to  him  in  his  official  capacity,  he  was  induced  to 
publish  them  in  January,  1857. 

In  March,  1861,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Author,  a  re- 
adjustment of  the  Montreal  Tariff  of  Fees  to  Officers  of  the 
Superior  Court  was  made  by  the  Government,  and  a  uniform 
Tariff,  for  all  the  Districts  in  Lower  Canada  was  put  in  force,  by 
an  Order  in  Council,  instead  of  the  varying  Tariffs  previously 
in  use  in  the  several  Districts. 

By  this  Tarifif  a  much  more  equitable  apportionment  of  fees 
has  been  made  without  any  general  increase  on  the  Tariff  pre- 
viously in  use ;  and  the  result  has  been  an  increase  of  fees,  in 
the  District  of  Montreal,  for  the  year  ending,  31st  March,  1862, 
without  increasing  the  former  Tarift*  of  Fees  for  that  District, 
upon  which  the  uniform  Tariff,  now  in  force,  is  based,  as  will 
appear  on  reference  to  the  compilative  statement  of  fees  pay- 
able under  the  Tariffs  printed  at  page  150. 

The  increased  revenue  thus  derived  from  the  uniform 
Tariff  of  the  Superior  Court,  and  the  small  amount  of  increase 
deemed  necessary  to  be  made  to  the  Tariff  of  the  Circuit  Court, 
will  enable  the  Officers,  whose  fees  are  funded,  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  their  respective  departments,  without,  as  heretofore, 
receiving  large  amounts  annually  from  Government  to  supply 
the  deficiency  in  fees  under  the  former  Tariff. 


In  all  cases  where  the  salaries  of  Officers  of  the  Courts  and 
their  Clerks  (employ 6s)  are  paid  by  fees,  the  amount  of  those 
fees  should  be  sufficient  to  reasonably  compensate  them  for  their 
services,  and  it  has  been  wisely  enacted,  by  the  ninety-third 
chapter  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  section 
14,  sub-section  5,  that,  where  there  shall  be  an  excess  of  fees 
collected  by  the  Officers  of  the  Courts  of  Civil  and  Criminal 
Jurisdiction  in  either  of  the  Districts  of  Quebec  or  Montreal,  that 
excess  shall  be  applied  to  the  Building  and  Jury  Fund. 

By  an  Order  in  Council,  of  the  30th  November  last,  several 
Schedules  of  Duties  were  published,  each  varying  from  the  other 
as  to  the  amount  of  Tax  upon  proceedings  in  the  Courts  of 
Civil  Jurisdiction,  intended  for  the  Building  and  Jury  Fund, 
and  altogether  different  from  those  previously  imposed  upon 
proceedings  in  the  Courts  at  Montreal,  Kamouraska  and  Ottawa. 

To  obviate  the  difficulties  which  Gentlemen  of  the  Bar  must 
experience  in  ascertaining  the  costs  incurred  at  the  different 
stages  of  proceedings, — when  instituting  actions  in  districts 
where  they  do  not  reside — the  present  complete  set  of  Tables 
for  all  the  Districts  has  been  most  carefully  compiled.  Ex- 
treme caution  has  been  exercised  to  prevent  errors,  either  of  the 
Press  or  otherwise,  and  the  author  relies  upon  the  merits  of  his 
Work  for  such  patronage  as  it  may  be  favored  with.

Quebec,"  for  the  District  of  Quebec  only  ;  and  the  "  District  of  Three  Rivera,"  for 
the  District  of  Three  Rivers,  and  all  the  other  Districts  of  Lower  Canada.

— Hypothecary  actions  and  actions  for  Seignorial  dues  where  the  title 
of  the  Seignior  is  not  contested,  are  to  bo  considered  in  respect  of  costs  as  merely 
pergonal  actions. 

No.  13. — The  costs  in  actions  en  reddition  de  compte,  to  bo  taxed  as  against 
the  Plaintiff,  according  to  the  amount  demanded,  and  as  against  the  Defendant, 
according  to  the  amount  for  which  he  is  accountable. 

Nos.  14  and  15. — In  any  action  of  ejectment  under  the  lessors  and  lessees  Act 
3,  Wm.  4,  chap.  ^,  or  under  the  18  "Vict.  c.  108,  repealing  3,  Wm.  4,  chap.  1, 
and  chap.  40  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  the  costs  to  be 
as  in  a  personal  action  (in  the  Superior  Court  or  Circuit  Court  as  the 
case  may  be)  for  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  rent  of  the  premises  leased  for  the 
year  current  at  tlie  time  of  the  institution  of  the  action,  or  if  the  lease  shall  have 
expired,  then  for  the  last  year  to  which  tlie  lease  extended  :  save  and  except  cases 
in  which  the  annual  rent  shall  not  exceed  $60,  in  which  the  costs  shall  be  as  in 
actions  instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court,  between  $60  and  $80. 

Nos.  16  and  17. — In  actions  for  sums  of  money  under  $200  instituted  by  writ 
of  Capias-ad-Respondendum  in  tlie  Superior  Court,  the  costs  to  be  as  in  actions  in 
the  Circuit  Court  for  like  sums,  excepting  that  if  the  sum  for  wliich  a  writ  of  Capias- 
ad-Respondendum  be  sued  out  do  not  exceed  $60,  the  costs  shall  be  as  in  actions 
instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court,  between  $60  and  $80. 

No.  18. — In  actions  of  damages  for  personal  wrongs  ("excepting  in  actions  in 
which  the  Court  or  Jury  sliall  iind  the  damages  to  be  under  forty  shillings  sterling,) 
the  costs  to  be  taxed  as  of  the  class  to  be  determined  by  the  final  Judgment. 

Nos.  19  and  20. — In  any  case  where  the  Defendants  sever  in  their  defence,  the 
Plaintiff's  Attorney  shall  receive  on  each  additional  issue  one  half  of  the  sum  which 
he  would  have  received  had  there  been  but  one  issue,  the  whole  amount  to  be 
payable  in  equal  proportions  by  the  party  or  parties  to  each  issue.

JURISDICTION. 


RULES  OF  JULY  TERM,  1850. 


It  is  Ordered — By  the  Court  here  : — 

L — That  this  Court,  in  the  exercise  of  its  Appellate  Civil  Jurisdiction,  be 
opened  at  the  hour  of  Ton  in  the  forenoon  of  each  of  the  Juridical  days  on 
which  the  same  is  by  law  appointed  to  be  held,  unless  an  order,  or  adjourn- 
ment, to  the  contrary  be  made.  « 

II. — That  the  Queen's  Counsel  and  Advocates,  practising  in  this  Court, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Court,  when  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  in 
Court,  be  habited  in  black,  and  in  robes  and  bands,  as  heretofore  hath  been 
used  ;  and  that  no  Queen's  Counsel,  or  Advocate,  not  so  habited,  and  in  such 
robes  and  bands,  be  heard  in  any  cause. 

III. — That  all  Records,  Registers,  Books,  and  Papers,  belonging  to  and 
filed  in  the  Court,  be  kept  in  the  places  assigned  for  the  safe  custody  thereof, 
in  the  Court  Houses,  respectively,  at  the  places  where  this  Court  is  by  law 
appointed  to  be  held,  and  be  not  then  removed,  or  taken  therefrom,  on  any 
pretence  whatever,  without  the  Order  of  this  Court,  or  of  one  of  the  Judges 
thereof,  in  writing. 

IV. — That  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  this  Court,  in  what  relates  to  ita 
Jurisdiction  as  a  Court  of  Appeal  and  Error,  be  kept  in  the  apartments 
assigned  for  it  in  the  Court  Houses,  respectively,  at  the  places  where  this 
Court  is  by  law  appointed  to  be  held  ;  and  that  the  said  office,  in  the  said 
Court  Houses,  respectively,  during  the  present  and  every  future  Term,  be  open 
and  regular  and  proper  attendance  afforded  therein,  from  the  hour  of  Nine  in 
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the  forenoon,  until  the  hour  of  Five  in  the  afternoon  of  every  day  (Sundays 
and  Holidays  excepted),  and  during  the  vacation  after  each  Term,  from  the 
hour  of  Ten  in  the  forenoon  till  the  hour  of  Three  in  the  afternoon  of  every 
day,  Sundays  and  Holidays  excepted. 

y. — That  there  shall  be  prepared  and  kept,  by  the  said  Clerk  of  this 
Court,  in  what  respects  its  Civil  Appellate  Jurisdiction  in  his  office,  a  fit  and 
proper  Book,  in  Vhich  shall  be  made  the  entries  thereinafter  mentioned  ;  that 
is  to  say,  every  Attorney  of  this  Court,  before  the  first  day  of  September 
next,  shall  make,  in  the  said  book,  an  entry,  in  writing,  and  to  be  signed  by 
him,  of  his  name  and  of  his  real  and  e-oicted  domicile,  in  the  Cities  of  Quebec 
and  Montreal,  respectively,  that  is  to  i^^i-j.y,  of  his  real  domicile  in  one  or  other 
of  the  said  Cities,  if  resident  in  either  of  them,  and  of  his  elected  domicile  in 
that  in  which  he  is  not  resident,  or  of  his  elected  domicile  in  each  of  the  said 
Cities,  if  not  resident  in  ei):her  of  them,  at  which  real  or  elected  domicile  all 
Pleadings,  Summonses,  Rules,  Orders  and  Notices,  of  which  the  service  on 
him  may  be  required,  may  lawfully  be  made.  And  every  Attorney  hereafter 
to  be  admitted,  shall,  on  his  admission,  and  before  he  commences  practising 
in  this  Court,  make  in  the  said  book  a  like  entry.  And  as  often  as  any 
Attorney  of  this  Court  shall  change  his  real  or  elected  domicile,  or  domiciles, 
of  which  an  entry  shall  have  been  made  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  make  a  like 
entry  of  such  change ;  and  all  Pleadings,  Summonses,  Rules,  Orders  and 
Notices,  which  do  not  require  personal  service,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to 
be  sufficiently  served  on  such  Attorney,  if  a  copy  thereof  be  left  at  the  place 
last  entered  by  such  Attorney  as  aforesaid,  as  his  real  or  elected  domicile, 
with  any  person  of  competent  age  and  discretion  resident  at,  or  belonging  to 
such  place.  And  if  any  such  Attorney  shall  neglect  to  make  such  entry  as 
aforesaid,  then  the  fixing  up  of  any  Notice,  Pleading,  Summons,  Rule,  or 
Order,  for  such  Attorney,  in  the  said  office  of  the  said  Clerk  of  this  Court, 
shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  service  thereof,  and  as  effectual  as  if  the  same 
had  been  served  at  such  real  or  elected  domicile  as  aforesaid. 

YI. — That  a  schedule  of  all  suits  depending  in  this  Court,  specifying,  in 
each  suit,  the  names  of  the  parties, —the  date  of  the  Writ  of  Appeal, — or  of 
the  Writ  of  Error, — the  time  when  returned, — or  if  not  returned,  the  fact  of 
its  not  being  returned, — the  names  of  the  Attorneys  by  whom  Appearances 
for  the  parties  have  been  filed, — and  the  date  of  such  appearance,— and,  if  not 
filed,  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  filed, — the  days  on  which  the  Reasons 
of  Appeal, — and  the  Answer  thereto, — and  the  cases  of  the  Parties  (if  filed) 
have  been  filed,  and,  if  not  filed,  the  fact  that  they  have  not  been  filed, — the 
day  on  which  each  suit,  if  inscribed  on  the  Roll  for  hearing,  hath  t«een  so 
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inacribed, — and  the  day  which  by  such  insoription  is  fixed  for  the  hearing  of 
such  suit,  shall  be  made  and  kept  by  tho  said  Olerk  of  this  Court,  on  the  first 
day  of  the  next,  and  of  every  succeeding  Term  ;  and  such  schedule  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken,  in  all  parts,  to  be  an  official  Oertificate  by  the  said  Clerk  of 
this  Court,  of  the  state  of  such  suits,  severally  and  respectively,  on  the  first  day 
of  the  Term,  when  such  schedule  shall  be  laid  before  the  Court  as  aforesaid. 

VII. — That  no  Writ  of  Appeal  or  Writ  of  Error  shall  issue  from  this  i 
Court,  unless  a  Pracipe  for  the  same,  signed  by  the  Attorney  suing  out  such 
Writ,  be  first  delivered  to  the  proper  officer,  by  whom  the  said  Writ  is  to  be 
issued :  and  every  such  Writ  shall  be  written  on  Parchment,  and  shall  bear 
the  sig  lature  of  the  Attorney  upon  whose  Fracipe  the  same  shall  be  issued, 
and  shall  bo  made  returnable  at  the  place  at  which  this  Court  shall  be  held 
next  after  the  issuing  of  such  Writ,  within  fifteen  days  from  the  date  thereof ; 
except  such  Writs  of  Appeal  and  Writs  of  Error,  as  may  be  directed  to  the 
Judge  of  the  Superior  Court  for  the  District  of  Chspe,  which  shall  be  made 
returnable  within  two  Calendar  months  from  the  date  thereof. 

VIII. — That  personal  service  of  any  Writ  of  Appeal,  or  Writ  of  Error, 
upon  the  Attorney  who  has  appeared  in  the  Court  below,  for  the  ReBpondent 
or  the  Defendant  in  Error,  as  heretofore  has  been  practised,  shall  in  default  of 
the  legal  service,  be  held  and  taken  to  be  legal  service. 

IX. — That  the  Writs,  Pleadings,  Motions  and  Exhibits,  and  other  paper 
writings,  comprising  any  record  to  be  hereafter  transmitted  to  this  Court,  shall, 
by  the  Prothonotary  of  the  Court  from  which  such  record  proceeds,  at  thQ 
head  of  each,  be  separately  numbered  respectively  from  number  one  to  the 
entire  number  thereof,  and  that  an  Index  of  reference  to  the  whole,  by  num- 
ber, title,  and  description,  under  the  signature  of  such  Prothonotary,  shall  be 
by  him  annexed  to  such  record. 

X. — That  the  Postage  paid  by  the  said  Clerk  of  this  .Court,  on  the  return 
to  Writ  of  Appeal  and  Writs  of  Error,  and  the  records  accompanying  them, 
shall,  on  demand,  be  forthwith  reimbursed  to  him  by  the  Attorney  of  the 
Appellant  or  Plaintiff  in  Error,  and,  if  not  so  reimbursed,  the  payment  thereof 
by  such  Attorney  may  be  immediately  enforced,  by  resort  to  the  Summary 
Jurisdiction  of  this  Court. 

XI. — That  on  every  Writ  of  Appeal,  or  Writ  of  Error,  hereafter  to  be 
issued,  it  shall  be  incumbent  on  the  Appellant  and  Etespondent  or  the  Plaintiff 
and  Defendant  in  Error,  respectively,  to  enter  his  appearance,  in  the  office  of 
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the  said  Clerk  of  this  Court,  on  or  beforo  the  Eighth  day  next  after  the^day 
on  which  such  Writ  of  Appeal,  or  Writ  of  Error,  has  been  made  returnable, 
and,  in  default  thereof,  shall  be  precluded  from  entering  an  appearance  in  such 
suit,  in  which  subsequent  proceedings  may  be  had  expartt  against  the  Party 
80  in  default  as  aforesaid. 


XII. — That  the  Reasons  of  Appeal,  or  the  Assignment  of  Errors,  as 
the  case  may  require,  in  every  suit,  shall  be  filed  within  eight  days  next 
after  the  return  of  the  Writ  of  Appeal,  or  Writ  of  Error,  as  the  case  may  be, 
and  the  transmission  of  the  Record  and  Proceedings  from  the  Court  below,  and 
shall  contain,  specifically,  the  several  grounds  and  reasons  of  Appeal,  and  the 
several  Errors  for  which  the  reversal  of  the  Judgment  appealed  from  is  sought ; 
and  if  the  reasons  of  Appeal,  or  the  Assignment  of  Errors,  be  not  filed  within 
the  time  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Respondent 
or  Defendant  in  Error,  by  notice  in  writing  under  his  signature,  directed  to 
the  Attorney  of  the  Appellant  or  Plaintiff  in  Error,  in  such  suit,  to  demand 
the  Reasons  of  Appeal,  or  the  Assignment  of  Errors,  as  the  case  may  require, 
and,  if  the  Reasons  of  Appeal,  or  the  Assignment  of  Errors,  be  not  filed  within 
six  days'  service  of  such  notice,  every  such  suit  in  Appeal,  or  in  Error,  shall  be 
dismissed  with  costs. 

XIII. — That  the  Answers  to  the  Reasons  of  Appeal  in  every  suit  in 
Appeal,  and  the  joinder  in  Erior,  in  every  suit  in  Error,  shall  be  filed  within 
eight  days  after  the  filing  of  the  Reasons  of  Appeal  or  the  Assignment  of 
Errors  ;  and  if  not  so  filed  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Appel- 
lant or  of  the  Plaintiff  in  Error,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  notice  in  writing 
under  his  signature,  directed  to  the  Attorney  of  the  Respondent  or  Defendant 
in  Error,  in  such  suit,  to  demand  the  Answers  to  the  Reasons  of  Appeal  or 
the  Joinder  in  Error ;  and  if  such  Answer,  or  Joinder  in  Error,  shall  not, 
within  four  days  from  the  service  of  such  notice,  be  filed,  the  Respondent  or 
Defendant  in  Error,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  wholly  precluded  from  filing 
an  Answer  to  the  Reasons  of  Appeal,  or  a  Joinder  in  Error ;  and  the  Appel- 
lant or  Plaintiff  in  Error  may,  after  notice  given  to  the  adverse  party  of  his 
intention  so  to  do,  proceed  to  a  hearing  of  his  suit  in  Appeal  or  in  Error, 
JSb;par(e,  and  to  Judgment  therein,  without  the  intervention  of  the  Respondent 
or  Defendant  in  Error.

XIY. — ^That  the  cases  of  the  Appellant  and  Respondent  or  Plaintiff  and 
Defendant  in  Error,  in  every  suit  in  Appeal,  or  Error,  to  the  number  of  ten 
on  each  side,  shall  be  delivered  by  the  Appellant  and  Respondent,  the  Plain- 
tiff and  Defendant  in  Error,  respectively,  to  the  said  Clerk  of  this  Court,  to  bo 
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by  him  filed,  within  ten  day8  after  the  filing  of  the  Answers  to  the  Reasons 
of  Appeal  or  the  Joinder  in  Error.  And  if  the  case  of  the  Appellant  or  the 
Plaintiff  in  Error,  be  not  so  delivered  and  filed,  the  suit  in  Appeal  or  in  Error 
of  such  Appellant  or  Plaintiff  in  Error,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  deserted,  and  on 
Motion  of  the  Hespondent  or  Defendant  in  Error,  shall  be  dismissed  with 
costs.  And,  if  the  cases  of  the  Respondent  or  Defendant  in  Error  be  not  deli*

— That  when  and  so  soon  as  the  Answers  to  the  Reasons  of  Appeals, 
or  the  Joinder  in  Error,  as  the  case  may  require,  shall  be  filed,  it  shall  be 
competent  to  either  party,  by  whom  cases  have  been  filed,  to  set  down  such 
suit  for  hearing,  by  inscribing  the  same  on  a  Docket  Roll  to  be  kept  by  the 
said  Clerk  of  this  Court  for  that  purpose,  in  Vacation  or  in  Term,  of  which 
inscription  two  days'  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Adverse  Party.

— That  when  this  Court  shall  be  moved|in  any  suit,  upon  any  special 
matter,  not  appearing  upon  the  record  or  proceedings  filed  in  such  suit,  such 
special  matter  shall  be  previously  authenticated  by  Affidavit ;  and  a  copy  of 
the. Affidavit,  and  two  days'  notice  of  such  Motion  served  on  the  adverse  party. 
And  no  such  Motion  shall  bo  received,  until  such  Affidavit,  and  an  Affidavit 
of  the  service  of  notice  as  aforesaid  shall  be  read  and  filed. 

XXI. — That  every  Motion  for  an  Appeal  from  an  Interlocutory  Judgment 
shall  be  accompanied  with  copies  of  such  Interlocutory  Judgment  and  of  the 
pleadings  filed  in  the  suit,  together  with  copies  of  such  Exhibits  and  piroceed- 
ings  therein,  as  may  be  material  and  necessary  in  support  of  any  such  Motion. 

XXIL — That  a  copy  of  every  Judgment  of  this  Court,  by  reason  whereof 
the  record  in  any  suit  in  this  Court  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Court  below,  shall 
be  annexed  to  the  record,  and  transmitted  with  the  same,  under  the  certificate 
of  the  said  Clerk  of  this  Court. 

XXIII. — That  in  the  computation  of  time,  the  common  rule  Dies  a  quo 
non  compuialur  tcrmino  shall  be  observed  :  and  in  all  cases  in  which  a  pre- 
scribed delay  or  period  within  which  something  is  required  to  be  done,  shall 
expire  on  a  Sunday  or  Holiday,  the  same  shall  ipso  jure  stand  and  be  enlarged 
to  the  then  next  Juridical  day. 

XXIV. — That  all  Rules  and  Orders  heretofore  made  for  regulating  the 
practico  in  Appeal,  and  in  Error,  and  now  in  force  in  this  Court,  be,  and  the 
same  are,  hereby  rescinded  and  annulled.

Under  the  85th  chapter  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  sec.  3  ; 
together  with  Section  7  of  the  above  chapter,  ordering  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs  and 
other  Officers  employed  by  the  Sheriff,  not  to  purchase  at  Sales  under 
Execution. 
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CHATTELS  EXEMPTED  IN  SEIZURE  ON  EXECUTION  UNDER 
THE  85th  CHAPTER  OF  THE  CONSOLIDATED  STATUTES  FOR 
LOWER  CANADA,  S.  3. 

Subject  to  the  exception  made  by  sub-section  seven, — the  following  chattels  are 
hereby  declared  exempt  from  seizure  under  any  Writ  of  execution  issued  out  of  any 
Court  whatever  in  this  Province,  namely : 

1.  The  bed,  bedding  and  bedsteads  in  ordinary  use  by  the  debtor  and  his 
family ; 

2.  The  necessary  and  ordinary  wearing  apparel  of  the  debtor  and  his  family ; 

3.  One  stove  and  pipes,  and  one  crane  and  its  appendages,  and  one  pair  of 
handirons,  one  set  of  cooking  utensils,  one  pair  of  tongs  and  shovel,  one  table,  six 
chairs,  six  knives,  six  forks,  six  plates,  six  teacups,  six  saucers,  one  sugar  basin, 
one  milk  jug,  one  teapot,  six  spoons,  all  spinning  wheels  and  weaving  Icoms  in 
domestic  use,  and  ten  volumes  of  books,  one  axe,  one  saw,  one  gun,  six  traps,  and 
such  fishing  nets  and  seines  as  are  in  common  use ; 

4.  All  necessary  fue^  meat,  fish,  flour,  and  vegetables,  actually  provided  for 
family  use,  not  more  that  sufficient  for  the  ordinary  consumption  of  the  debtor  and 
his  family  for  thirty  days,  and  not  exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  Ibrty  dollars ; 

5.  One  cow,  four  sheep,  two  hogs,  and  food  therefor,  for  thirty  days ; 

6.  Tools  and  implements  of  or  chattel?  ordinarily  used  in  the  debtor's  occupation 
to  the  value  of  sixty  dollars ; 

7.  But  nothing  in  this  section  contained  shall  exe.npt  from  seizure  in  satisfac- 
tion of  a  debt  contracted  for  such  identical  chattel,  an}  article  enuiaerated  in  sub- 
sections three,  four,  five  or  six  of  this  section  ; 

8.  The  debtor  may  select  out  of  any  larger  number  c  *'  v.  j  same  kind  the  parti- 
cular chattels  to  be  exempt  from  seiiure  under  this  ser.tion.    23  V.  c.  25,  sst  4, 5, 6. 

SHERIFFS,  BAILIFFS,  &o.,  NOT  TO  PURCHASE  AT  SALES  UNDER

Providing  for  the  Maintenance  and  Eepair  of  Oourt-Houses 

and  Saols,  and  for  the  Payment  of  Petty  Jurors  in 

Criminal  Gases  in  Lower  Canada. 
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MAINTENANCE  AND  BEPAIR  OF  COURT  HOUSES  AND  GAOLS. 

EXTRACT  from  the  109th  Chap,  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada, 
providing  for  the  Maintenance  and  Repair  of  Court  Houses  and  Gaols,  and 
for  the  payment  of  Petty  Jurors  in  Criminal  Cases  in  Lower  Canada : — 

XI. — The  title  to  the  District  Court  House  and  Gaol  at  or  near  the  chef-lieu  in 
and  for  each  and  every  District  of  Lower  Canada, — and  to  the  Court  House  and 
Gaol  at  each  of  the  che/s-lieux  in  the  District  of  Gasp^,  to  wit:  in  the  Counties  of 
Gasp<$  and  Bonaventure,  so  long  as  separate  judicial  officers  shall  exist  in  each  of 
those  Counties, — shall  be  vested  in  the  Sheriff  of  such  District  or  County,  as  the 
case  may  be,  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors  in  office  for  ever,  and  he  and 
each  of  his  successors  in  office  shall  be  a  Corporation  sole  for  the  purpose  of  holding 
the  same,  but  without  power  to  alienate,  charge  or  incumber  the  same.  20  Y.  c.  44, 
8.  Ill;  and23  V.  57,  s.  1. 

XII. — It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  every  Sheriff  to  keep  the  Court  House  and  Gaol 
therein  insured  against  loss  by  fire,  for  an  amount  and  by  an  Insurance  Company 
to  be  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works ;  and  in  case  of  lobS  by  fire, 
the  Sheriff  may  recover  under  the  policy,  and  the  amount  recovered  shall  be  applied 
to  repair  or  rc-construct  the  building  destroyed  or  damaged.  20  V.  c.  44,  s.  Ill ; 
and  23  V.  c.  57,  s.  1. 

XIII. — But  60  long  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  insures  any  Court 
and  Gaol  erected  or  repaired  under  the  Act  twelfth  Victoria,  chapter  one  hundred 
and  twelve,  the  Sheriff  in  whom  the  title  to  any  such  Court  House  or  Gaol  is  vested, 
shall  not  be  bound  to  insure  the  same ;  And  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works 
may  insure  against  loss  by  fire  each  and  every  Court  House  and  Gaol,  for  the  con- 
struction or  repair  of  which  Debentures  have  been  issued  under  the  authoritv  of  the 
said  Act,  until  the  principal  and  interest  on  such  Debentures  are  fully  paid ;  and 
any  insurance  already  effected  on  any  such  Court  House  or  Gaol  in  Lower  Canada, 
shall  in  no  way  be  affected  by  this  or  the  next  preceding  section.    23  Y.  o.  57  s.  1. 

XIY. — The  title  to  any  County  Court  House,  and  to  the  site  thereof,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Municipality  of  the  County  for  such  estate  or  right  as  it  has  acquired 
therein.    20  Y.,  c.  44,  s.  111,-23  Y.,  o.  57,  s.  2. 

XY. — For  keeping  in  good  repair  the  District  Court  Houses  and  Gaols  erected 
or  to  bo  erected  (including  those  aforesaid  in  the  District  of  Gasp4,  each  County  in 
which  shall  be  considered  a  district  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act),  and  for  paying 
the  Petit  Jurors  in  Criminal  Cases  in  the  same,  there  shall  be,  in  and  for  each  such 
District,  a  Fund,  to  be  called  ''  The  Building  and  Jury  Fund  for  the  District  of 
"  (as  the  case  may  be,  or  of  the  County  of  in  Gaspe),  which 

shall  consist  of : 

1.  All  fines,  forfeitures  and  pecuniary  penalties  collected  in  the  District  under 
the  Police  Ordinances  and  Acts,  as  extended  by  the  twenty-ninth  section  of  chapter 
twenty-four,  and  consolidated  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  two  of  these  Consolidated 
Statutes ', 
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2.  The  Crown's  share  of  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  pecuniary  penalties  collected 
in  the  District  on  summary  convictions  under  chapters  ninety-one  and  ninety-three 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada  *, 

3.  The  Crown's  share  of  all  fines,  forfeitures  and  pecuniary  penalties  collected 
within  the  District  under  chapter  twenty-two  of  these  Consolidated  Statutes ; 

4).  Any  surplus  of  the  OflSoers  of  Justice  Fee  Fund  at  Quebec  and  Montreal 
after  paying  the  charges  on  the  said  Fund ; 

5.  One  per  centum  upon  all  moneys  levied  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  District,  or  by  I 
any  Bailiff  therein,  under  execution  in  any  civil  case,  such  percentage  to  be  retained  | 
by  the  Sheriff  or  Bailiff  out  of  the  sum  payable  to  the  party  taking  out  such  execu- 
tion and  paid  over  by  the  Bailiff  to  the  Sheriff; 

6.  All  fines  levied  in  the  District  under  chapter  one  hundred  and  five  or  one 
hundred  and  six  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada,  respecting  the  trial  and 
punishment  of  Juvenile  Offenders ; 

7.  All  fines  levied  in  the  District  for  contempt  of  Court,  or  for  non-attendance 
of  Jurors  or  Witnesses,  or  disobedience  to  any  order  of  the  Court ; 

8.  All  fines  levied  in  the  District  under  the  forty-first  section  of  chapter  twenty- 
six  of  these  Consolidated  Statutes  ; 

9.  All  fines  and  forfeitures  belonging  to  the  said  Fund  under  section  twenty-one 
of  this  Act ; 

10.  The  proceeds  of  any  tax  levied  under  section  thirty-two  of  this  Act  in  any 
District  except  such  portion  as  is  not  levied  at  the  chef-lieu  thereof; 

11.  Any  surplus  or  other  portion  of  foes  received  by  Officers  of  Justice  and 
payable  into  the  Building  and  Jury  Fund,  under  the  provisions  of  the  fourteenth 
or  fifteenth  sections  of  chapter  ninety-three,  and  the  proceeds  of  any  additional  con- 
tribution imposed  under  section  nineteen  of  this  Act;     23  V.  c.  57,  s.  23. 

12.  A  yearly  contribution  from  each  Local  Municipality  in  the  District,  which 
contribution  shall  be:  forty-eight  dollars  yearly  from  the  Local  Municipality  in 
which  such  Court  House  and  Gaol  are  situate, — twenty-four  dollars  yearly  from 
each  other  Local  Municipality  in  the  County  in  which  such  Gaol  and  Court  House 
are  situate, — and  twelve  dollars  yearly  from  each  other  Local  Municipality  in  the 
District ;  subject  to  the  following  exceptions  and  provisions,  that  is  to  say  : 

The  Local  Municipalities  or  Corporations  of  the  Cities  of  Quebec  and  Montreal 
shall  each  contribute  double  the  aggregate  amount  to  be  so  contributed  by  all  the 
other  Local  Municipalities  within  the  Districts  of  Quebec  and  Montreal,  respec- 
tively ; 

The  Local  Municipalities  or  Corporations  of  the  City  of  Three  Rivers  and  the 
Town  of  Sherbrooke  sliail  each  contribute  a  gum  equal  to  one-fifth  of  the  aggregate 
amount  to  be  so  contributed  by  all  the  other  Local  Municipalities  within  the  Dis- 
tricts of  Three  Rivers  and  St.  Francis  respectively ; 

But  such  contribution  shall  not  be  payable  by  the  Local  Municipalities  in  the 
Old  Districts  until  after  the  first  day  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-one ;     20  V.  c.  44.,  s.  113 ;  and  23  V.  c.  57,  s.  2. 

And  the  said  contributions  shall  be  paid  to  the  Sheriff  by  such  Municipalitiei, 

-  respectively,  in  the  month  of  August,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and 

in  the  same  month  in  each  year  thereafter  in  the  Old  Districts,  and  in  the  New 
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Districts  in  the  month  next  after  that  in  which  the  District  in  which  such  Munici- 
palities respectively  lie,  has  become  a  Criminal  District  under  a  Proclamation  issued 
under  section  eight  or  section  nine  of  chapter  seventy-six  of  these  Consolidated  Sta- 
tutes, and  in  the  same  month  in  each  year  thereafter,  and  if  not  so  paid,  may  be 
recovered  by  the  Sheriff  for  the  time  being  as  a  debt  due  to  him,  or,  in  his  option, 
may  be  levied  by  him  from  the  rate-payers  in  the  Municipality  in  default  by  an 
equal  rate  on  their  taxable  property  according  to  the  valuation  roll  then  in  force  ; 
and  for  collecting  and  enforcing  such  rate,  and  the  costs  of  levying  the  same,  the 
Sheriff  shall  have  the  powers  vested  in  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  such  Municipality 
for  the  collection  of  rates  duly  imposed  and  to  be  collected  by  him  in  such  Munici- 
pality ;  20  V.  c.  U,  s.  113 ;  and  23  V.  c.  57,  ss.  2  and  57. 

The  term  Local  Municipality  in  this  section  includes  the  Corporation  of  any 
Incorporated  City  or  Town  in  Lower  Canada ;   23  V.  c.  57,  s.  33. 

13.  Any  other  sum,  directed  by  any  Act  or  Law  to  form  part  of  the  Building 
and  Jury  Fund. 

XVI. — ^But  the  yearly  contribution  to  be  made  by  the  Municipalities,  under 
this  Aci,  shall  not  be  payable  in  any  District  in  which  the  other  sources  of  revenue, 
constituting  the  Building  and  Jury  Fund,  are  found  sufficient  without  such  con- 
tribution to  pay  the  Petty  Jurors  of  the  District  in  which  such  Municipalities  are 
situated,  nor  shall  the  said  contribution  be  paid  by  any  Local  Municipality  which 
makes  known  to  the  Governor,  through  tho  Provincial  Secretary,  and  to  the  Sheriff 
of  the  District,  its  wish  that  the  Petty  Jurors  summoned  in  such  3Iunicipality, 
should  not  be  paid  for  their  services.     23  V.  c.  57,  s.  2. 

XVII. — The  Building  and  Jury  Fund  for  any  District  shall  be  received  and  dis- 
bursed by  tho  Sheriff,  who  may  demand  and  recover  from  any  person,  any  moneys 
which  belong  to  the  said  Fund ;  and  the  Sheriff  shall  render  an  account  thereof  to 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  at  such  time,  and  in  such  manner  and  form  as  that  officer 
shall  appoint,  and  such  account  shall  be  audited  by  the  Board  of  Audit ;  and  the 
Sheriff  shall  be  deemed  an  Officer  employed  in  the  collection  of  the  Revenue  within 
the  meaning  of  chapter  sixteen  of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  of  Canada ;  and  any 
surplus  moneys  forming  part  of  such  Fund  may  be  invested  by  the  Sheriff  in 
Government  securities,  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  subject  to 
such  conditions  as  he  thinks  proper:     20  V.  c.  44,  s.  114 ;  and  23  V.  c.  57,  s.  4. 

It  will  be  a  misdemeanor  for  any  Bailiff  or  other  Officer  or  person  to  refuse  or 
neglect  to  pay  over  to  the  Sheriff,  at  the  time  by  law  prescribed,  any  moneys  which 
ought  to  form  part  of  the  Building  and  Jury  Fund,  and  have  been  received  by  or 
come  into  the  hands  of  such  Bailiff,  Officer  or  other  person.    Coii.  Stat.  Can.  c.  5,  s.  6. 

XVIII.  If  at  any  time  it  becomes  necessary  to  re-build  or  enlarge  any  District 
Court  House  or  Gaol,  the  same  shall  be  re-built  or  enlarged  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Public  Works,  but  at  the  expense  of  the  Municipalities  in  the  District,  and  if 
the  Fund  established  by  the  next  preceding  sections  added  to  the  sura  (if  any) 
recovered  by  the  Sheriff  for  the  insurance  thereon,  is  not  sufficient  to  defray  the 
exp«nse  of  ro-building  or  enlarging,  then  the  sura  required  to  make  good  the  defi- 
ciency ihall  be  furnished  by  the  said  Municipalities,  in  the  proportions  mentioned 
in  the  twelfth  paragraph  of  section  fifteen  of  this  Act,  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  the 
Sheriff,  at  such  time  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Governor  in  Council,  after  sucK

XXIV. — The  Governor  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  authorize  the  Receiver

XXXI. — Nothing  in  this  Act  shall  in  any  way  invalidate  the  provisions  of  "  An 
Act  to  make  provision  for  the  erection  or  repair  of  Court  Houses  and  Gaols  at  cer- 
tain places  in  Lower  Canada"  (12  V.  o.

For  services  performed  hy  the  Registrar  under  the  provisions  of  the  seventh,  eighth, 
twenty-sixth  or  thirtieth  Section  of  the  thirty-sixth  Chapter  of  the  Consolidated 
Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  or  the  forty-fourth  section  of  the  thirty-seventh 
Chapter  of  the  same  Statutes,  and  Form  B  annexed  to  the  former  of  those 
Acts.  • 

1.  For  all  searches  in  the  Books  or  Documents  in  the  R^stry  Office,  for  the  par- 
ties who,  within  the  previous  ten  years,  have  been  the  owners  of  the  property  in 
question,  and  the  immediate  auteur  of  the  party  who  owned  the  property  at  the 
commencement  of  those  ten  years,  for  each  such  owner  found,  twenty  cents. 

2.  For  all  searches  for  hypothecs  entered  in  the  Books  of  the  Registrar  against 
any  such  owner,  twenty  cents  per  owner. 

Only  one  search  shall  be  chargeable  in  respect  of  each  owner,  whatever  may  be 
the  number  of  lots  mentioned  in  the  application  to  the  Registrar  for  Certificate, 
and  although  the  same  person  or  party  may  be  found  to  have  been  the  owner  of 
several  of  the  lots. 

3.  For  each  Hypothec  mentioned  in  the  Certificate  as  registered,  forty  cents. 

4.  For  each  registration  of  Hypothec  mentioned  in  the  Certificate  as  renewed, 
fifteen  cents. 

5.  For  each  discharge  or  pjirtial  discharge  of  Hypothec  mentioned  in  the  Certi- 
ficate, fifteen  cents. 

6.  For  the  Certificate  in  the  above  Form  '.'  fty  cents,  whatever  may  be  the 
number  of  words  contained  in  it,  or  the  number  of  properties  mentioned  in  the 
application  made  to  the  Registrar  for  such  Certificate. 

This  Certificate  shall  relate  to  all  the  properties  mentioned  in  the  application. 

7.  For  each  such  Certificate,  when  no  Hypothec  is  certified  as  registered,  one 
dollar. 

8.  When  the  Registrar  being  unable  to  ascertain  from  the  books  and  documents 
in  his  office  who  were  the  owners  of  the  property  during  the  previous  ten  years,  or 
who  was  the  auteur  of  the  party  who  was  owner  at  the  commencement  of  those  ten 
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years,  has  to  travel  to  ascertain  the  names  of  those  owners,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
mileage  at  the  rate  of  ten  cents  per  mile  of  the  distance  necessarily  travelled  by 
him,  going  and  returning. 

9.  If  the  distance  from  the  Registry  Office  be  more  than  fifteen  miles,  and  the 
Registrar  be  necessarily  required  to  be  absent  from  the  office  on  more  than  one  day, 
he  shall  be  entitled,  in  addition  to  the  mileage,  to  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  for 
the  second  day,  but  not  to  any  allowance  for  any  subsequent  day.

For  Services  performed  hy  the  Registrar,  other  than  those  required  by  the  Seventh, 
Eighth,  Twenty-sixth  or  Thirtieth  Section  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Chapter  of  the  ., 
Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  or  the  Forty-fourth  Section  of  the 
Thirty-seventh  Chapter  of  the  same  Statutes,  and  Form  B  annexed  i^  the 
former  of  those  Acts.

16.  For  every  search  in  the  Registry  Office,  if  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the 
deed  or  instrument  to  be  searched  for  are  given,  twenty  cents. 

16.  For  every  search  in  the  Registry  Office,  if  the  names  of  the  parties  to  the 
deed  or  instrument  to  be  searched  for  be  not  given,  forty  cents. 

N.  B. — The  above  TariflF  of  Fees  is  made  subject  to  such  modifications  and 
alterations  as  may  become  necessary  when  the  plans  and  books  of  reference  with 
respect  to  each  County  or  Registration  Division,  shall  have  been  made,  and  a  copy 
thereof  shall  have  been  deposited  in  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  for  each  County  or 
Registration  Division.

3.  And  when  any  such  judgment  has  been  rendered  against  any  advocate  and  attorney, 
then  in  default,  of  payment  by  him  of  the  amount  of  the  principal  sum  and  costs  of  the 
action,  within  two  months  after  judgment  rendered,  he  shall  after  the  said  two  months 
have  expired,  cease  to  enjoy  the  right  of  practising  the  profession  of  advocate  and  at* 
torney  in  any  of  the  courts  of  law  in  Lower  Canada,  until  he  has  satisfied  the  whole 
amount  of  the  judgment. 

Skction  25. 

The  said  sum  of  five  dollars  shall  in  each  District  form  part  of  the  Officers 
of  Justice  Fee  Fund  for  such  District,  but  shall  be  solely  applied  to  the  purpose  men- 
tioned in  the  twenty-second  section ;  and  the  iprovisions  of  this  Act  relating  to  the 
responsibility  of  the  Prothonotaries,  to  the  payment  by  them  to  the  Receiver  Oeneral  of 
the  amount  received  by  them,  and  to  their  accounting  for  the  same,  and  to  their  com- 
mission of  ten  per  cent,  shall  apply  to  this  portion  of  the  said  Funds  as  well  as  to  the 
other  portions  thereof. 
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REMARKS. 

In  any  case  where  the  Defendants  sever  in  their  defence,  the  Plain- 
tiff's Attorney  shall  receive  on  each  additional  issue  one  half  of  the  sum  which 
he  would  have  received  had  there  been  but  one  issue,  the  whole  amount  to  be 
payable  in  equal  proportions  by  the  party  or  parties  to  each  issue.

40 
of  the  Consolidated  Statutes  for  Lower  Canada,  the  costs  to  be  as  in  a  person- 
al action  for  a  sum  of  money  equal  to  the  rent  of  the  premises  leased  for  the 
year  current  at  the  time  of  the  institution  of  the  action,  or  if  the  lease  shall  have 
expired,  then  for  the  last  year  to  which  the  lease  extended  :  save  and  except  cases 
in  which  the  annual  rent  shall  not  exceed  $60,  in  which  the  costs  shall  be  as  in 
actions  instituted  in  the  Circuit  Court,  between  $60  and  $80.
